REA BORROWING 


FROM PRIVATE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (4P) 
—The Administration plans to 
ask Congress to end direct 
government borrowing by the 
Rural Electrification Adminis- 
tration and require REA co-ops 
to make government-insured 
loans with private sources 

The Administration's inten- 
tion was disclosed in the tran- 
script of budget hearings made 
public last night by the House 
| Appropriations Committee 

The REA is authorized now 
to borrow directly from the 

Treasury at a set rate of in- 
terest. Under the new proposal 
REA borrowers would pay the 
going rate in the open market 
‘with the Government insuring 
loans in the same manner it 
now insures home loans 

Charles L. Grant, Agricul- 
ture Department budget offi- 
cer, told the committee the de- 
partment proposes a decrease 
of $33,000,000 in REA loan au- 
thority, explaining 

“The budget estimate antici- 
pates that legislation will be 
submitted to Congress for its 
consideration which would 
'make it possible for the bor- 
rowers to obtain funds from 
private sources through insur- 
ance of loans by the Federal 
Government.” 

Grant said the principal rea- 
son for the proposed financing 


change “is the fact that the 
funds will not have to be 
charged against the over-all 


budget for the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

Department officials said the 
Government's liability would 
be a “contingent” Hability, ap- 
plicable only if the co-op failed 
to pay up. It would not be a 
liability under the public debt 
whereby the Treasury must it- 
self borrow money to lend to 
REA co-ops 

To committee criticism that 
this would mean a higher rate 
of interest, Ralph S. Roberts, 
administrative Assistant Secre- 
tary of Agriculture replied: 

“It is recognized that there 
will be an increase in interest 
| rates because, going out on the 
‘private money markets, the 
REA co-ops will have to pay 
| the going rate of interest of 
loans of this character.” 

Representative: Jamie L. 
Whitten (Dem.), Mississippi, 
agriculture appropriations sub- 
committee chairman, said the 
higher rate of interest will 
benefit private lending insti- 
tutions while the Government's 


liability will be unchanged 
“So it strikes me,” he as- 
serted, “as just another place 


where profits would be given, 
with practically no risk, to cer- 
tain private lending institu- 
tions. 

“There would be greater cost 
to the borrower, and the pub- 
lic liability would be the same 
or greater, because they would 
guarantee a loan at a little 
higher interest rate.” 

The committee hearings of 
REA officials have not yet 
been made public.

SCHEME UNCOVERED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (UP) 
—House investigators have 


turned up a case in which 


government conservation § re- 
serve payments on land for- 
merly held by a New Mexico 
farmer jumped from $5000 to 
$48,919 a year after he sold it 
to 12 individuals. 

The case was disclosed yes- 
terday when the staff of a 
House Agriculture Appropria- 
tions subcommittee made pub- 
lic a transcript of its hearings 
on the administration’s new 
farm budget. ‘ 

The land involved was owned 
originally by Gordon Wicks of 
Curry country. The subcom- 
mittee’s report gave this ac- 
count: 

On Oct. 8, 1956, Wicks placed 


, 556.2 acres in the conservation 


reserve for 10 years, He was 
paid the maximum annual 
amount of $5000 on March 14, 
1957. 

On April 12, 1957, Wicks 
disclosed that he had sold 6260 
acres to 12 individuals. The 
subcommittee said the 
purchase price for the land 
was $400,710. It said “no down 
payment was made on any of 
the 12 contracts and no 
terest was charged.” 


According to the subcommit- 
the | 


tee, sales contracts with 
12 individuals provided that 
the conservation reserve pay- 
ments must be assigned to 
Wicks to provide for purchase 
of the land. The contracts also 
said that if the soil bank con- 
tracts were canceled. the sales 
also would be canceled.

The Truman Thesis 


When full discount has been applied for 
political overstatement, the basic thesis of 
Harry Truman’s critique of the Eisenhower 
Administration has enough truth in it to 
dismay thoughtful citizens. It was. partisan 
overstatement to say that Republican lead- 
ership is “always timid and weak,” but only 
the blind can overlook the vacuum of leader- 
ship in the White House today which aban- 
dons critical affairs both foreign and do- 
mestic to drift. 

It is unfortunately true that the United 
States faces a crisis of confidence abroad. It 
is unfortunately true that “the strength and 
determination ‘of the great alliance’ have 
been diminished. It is unfortunately true that 
the Soviet Union has been driving ahead while 
our own government, both in defense and in 
constructive diplomacy, has been losing 
ground. And it is unfortunately true that we 
face an ynecertain economic future which 
should Fi nee by a posture of strong Execu- 
tive energy but so far is being met by defen- 
sive plaints against “gloomy” criticism. 

Only for purposés of political exaggeration 
—the art at which Mr. Truman excels—can 
it be contended that this unhappy situation 
is wholly the result of Republican policies. No 
party possesses power to control for good 
or ill the international and domestic events 
which we confront. The question is not what 
brought about the situation, but what the 
nation shall do to meet it. And Mr. Truman 
stands on firm ground when he flays the 
yawning inadequacies of this Administra- 
tions response. 

What bothers most citizens, we think, is 
the fear that a stifling complacency rather 
than an energetic grappling with reality dom- 
inates that response. There is no need to 
panic about the economic recession now 
under way, and it would certainly be unwise 
to rush into premature action. But the coun- 
try needs assurance that powerful action will 
be taken at the right time. Secretary Mitch- 
ell is on the track when he declares forth- 
rightly that if unemployment conlues to 
grow in March he wants a tax cut. put can 
we be sure that the White House, which con- 
tinues to brush off mention of the recession 
as unwarranted pessimism, will take an 
equally unequivocal stand?

Not Without Good Teachers 


How much thought is being given to Amer- 
ican education, especially in the high school, 
is indicated by still another report—this one 
coming in connection with the convention 
here of the American Association of School 
Administrators 

Most of its proposals seem desirable, espe- 
cially those for a faster pace, an improved 
curriculum, and a system under which the 
bright are not retarded by the less gifted. 
Emphasis on more vocational training and 
opposition to “grade placement” may strike 
a layman as out of step with the goal of 
higher standards and harder work. The real 
difficulty, however, seems to be that of in- 
troducing new programs in the face of an ad- 
mitted shortage of teachers and the limited 
qualifications of some who are teaching. 

That the administrators are not unaware 
of this teaching problem is indicated by the 
recommendation of their committee of the 
employment of able persons who do not have 
the conventional teachers’ college credits. 
Yet the committee points out that the en- 
listment of such persons is prohibited in 
most places. Boards of education insist on 
qualifications prescribed by a bureaucracy— 
even though these deprive them of good 
teachers, or permit their use only at levels 
below their real ability. This “waste” is 
held to be “inexcusable.” 

A determination to sweep aside this false 
standard may well determine whether the 
United States is to have a genuine revival of 
learning. This is not likely to be achieved 
while good teachers are not encouraged to 
teach. 


What the Women Suggest 


If the County Councilmen are genuinely 
interested in reforming their sloppy, ineffi- 
cient and unwieldy government, they ought 
to heed the advice of the county's Leagues 
of Women Voters. 

In essence the women say: Extend the 
merit system to all offices, make the army of 
elective administrators appointive, reorganize 
the governmental structure along functional 
lines and consider naming a professional man- 
ager. The nonpartisan Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey and the Governmental Research Insti- 
tute have made similar recommendations. 

The Councilmen have been “considering” 
the needs in this field for more than a year 
now. We wonder if even one of them has 
read the Metropolitan Survey's report. 


The Checkup Heresy 


A debate among doctors concerning the 
value of annual physical checkups has been 
stirred up in England as a result of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation’s recent an- 
nouncement that it would spend $2500 on 
medical examinations for its 88 top execu- 
tives. This is a bit disconcerting in light of 
the ‘old Chinese proverb to the effect that 
when doctors differ the patient suffers. 

Some of the physicians opposed to the an- 
nual checkups asserted that the idea, im- 
ported from the United States, did more 
harm than good. One letter to the London 
Times, signed by five doctors, declared that 
“if a middle-aged man has high blood pres- 
sure it is surely much better that he know 
nothing about it.” 

Another letter said: “It is our hope that 
uncritical belief in the supposed benefits of 
such examinations for people in middle life 
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will not come to be generally accepted in 
this country.” 

How much concern will be registered over 
here as a result of this British attack upon 
the well-established American concept that 
taking an annual physical examination is a 
necessity for the man past middle age? Is it 
not heresy to doubt that an ounce of preven- 
tion (which frequently can be picked up at 
the annual physical) is better than a pound 
of cure? 

Benjamin Franklin said: ““He’s the best phy- 
sician that knows the worthlessness of most 
medicines”—and, now the British would add, 
the annual physical examination. Still, if 
there should be a return of that vague un- 
easy feeling we had last Monday after those 
two extra waffles, we may just decide that 
right now is no time to abandon those annual 
visits to the doctor. 


Before New Taxes 


In a short message, Gov. Blair has given 
the Missouri Legislature a large order. The 
order is a study of taxes—present taxes and 
possible higher taxes. 

This is both an unpleasant and unavoidable 
duty for the special session. The Governor's 
budget, sound as it is, cannot meet the full 
needs of the State University and other in- 
stitutions, yet even this one-year budget 
would take the state into the red were there 
not a surplus to draw on. Thus, Missouri is 
going to have to have more revenue. 


In recent weeks the Governor and some 
legislators have hinted at the prospect of 
higher taxes in 1959. Since Missouri employs 
a smaller percentage of its personal income 
to support state and local government than 
most surrounding states, no doubt Missouri 
could support higher taxation. 


Nevertheless, higher taxes are not the only 
way of increasing revenue, nor should they 
be the first resort. The first resort should 
be strict enforcement of existing tax laws. In 
our opinion, that means a resort to withhold- 
ing of state income taxes. 


Gov. Blair indicated in the past that with- 
holding could increase.annual revenues by 
‘seven million dollars. But in a message last 
week, the Governor seemed to tum «> 
from the withholding princi“, .nough he 
urged then and urccs now ‘that an interim 
legislative committee study “improvements in 
existing tax laws and methods of enforce- 
ment.” 

Withholding would be at once the greatest 
single improvement in existing tax law and 
greatest source of new revenue from old 
taxes. Missouri taxpayers surely expect the 
Legislature to exhaust present revenue 
sources before adding new burdens. The 
interim committee cannot logically avoid a 
thorough study of a withholding tax. 


Hear Mack First 


“Indirect pressure” has been launched at 
the White House, through Sherman Adams, 
to force Federal Communications Commis- 
sioner Richard A. Mack of Florida to resign. 
So it is reported by one of the ablest of 
Washington correspondents, Clark Mollen- 
hoff of the Des Moines Register and Minne- 
apolis Tribune. 


Uniess the White House knows far more 
about Commissioner Mack than the country 
yet knows, the accused official ought to stay 
right where he is until he has testified before 
the Harris subcommittee. Mr. Mack denies 
that he has done anything improper. He has 
been promised an opportunity to explain the 
“loans” and other matters relating to the 
Miami TV channel grant which his vote 
made possible. 


If the White House forces Commissioner 
Mack out before he testifies it will appear 
that the Administration is more concerned 
with getting rid of an embarrassment than in 
assessing the facts. The country is entitled 
to the facts. 


Waiting for the Band 


Never mind the Detroit and Syracuse 
games; that 119-100 victory over the Boston 
Celtics, won while waiting for Count Basie’s 
band to strike up the jubilation music, was 
a big one. It cast a long shadow, a shadow 
reaching all the way to the national cham- 
pionship, a mighty scary shadow for the 
Bostons. 


It brought the leaders of the East and 
the West even for the season; but it also sug- 
gested that the Hawks are improving while 
the Celtics are slipping. Nobody in St. Louis 
believes the Celts can nose the Hawks out of 
the title as they did a year ago. In spite 
of their early rush, the Celtics do not have 
even a gilt-edge ticket to the finals. 


As for the Hawks, their slump is behind 
them. Everybody is in uniform and all bones 
are healed. So are the frayed nerves. Ev- 
erybody agrees that the owner is great, the 
coach is great, the players are great, and 
winning is great. 

It’s a great feeling. 


Up to Director Carter 


The very existence of disciplinary dun- 
geons at the Algoa Intermediate Reformatory 
—the dozen dingy basement cubicles that in- 
mates knew as “the hole”—marks the low 
order of professional competence and intelli- 
gence that has guided this unhappy insti- 
tution. 


A reformatory for youthful first offenders 
ought not to have any dungeons or other 
solitary confinement facilities. There are 
other and more humane ways to handle the 
problem of discipline. Inmates may suffer 
the loss of privileges, say, or they may be 
required to forfeit limited fractions of their 
“good time” allowance. Serious problems 
can be transferred to the Penitentiary. 


Solitary confinement of the type practiced 
in the hole at Algoa—or in the infamous “O 
Hall” at the Penitentiary — has practically 
been abolished in Sweden, where the penal 
system is operated on a philosophy that pris- 
oners are human beings and are entitled to 
be treated as such. Are not Missouri's con- 
victs entitled to similar consideration? 


Elimination of solitary confinement in all 
of Missouri's institutions is a policy matter 
that properly falls within the province of 
Director of Corrections Carter. The abuse 
of prisoners in Algoa’s “hole” and the Peni- 
tentiary's O Hall can be ended once and 
for all by eliminating the machinery of 
abuse. Does Mr. Carter have the imagination 
to put through this basic reform?

Adm. Arleigh A. Burke and Gen 
Nathan F. Twining, are fighting re- 
organization tooth and nail is that 
they strangle themselves with their 
own strictures. Adm. Burke “shud- 
ders with fear at the thought of sub- 
mitting his opinions to one single 
wise man’’—but isn't. that just what 
he is doing as regards the President”

THE TWO LIVES OF AN-MARIE, by 

Muriel Molland Jernigan. (Crown, 

248 pgs. $3.50.) 

I welcomed this book with nos- 
talgic pleasure when I saws it dealt 
with Peiping in the gay '30s, at which 
time we had a too-brief six weeks’ 
stay there. Mrs. Jernigan is an old 
China hand of 17 years’ experience 
and knows the city well. It is all

ANIMAL BEHAVIOR, by John Paul 


Scott. (University of Chicago Press, 

266 pgs. $5.) 

This is an exceedingly useful book.

New Frontiers for TV

transmission facility for Post-Dispatch Television Station KSD-TV. Site is 42-acre tract at Valcour 
avenue and Heege road in St. Louis county, 8!/, miles southwest of downtown St. Louis. Tower 
soars 1065 feet above ground and will rise an additional 87 feet when its antenna and beacon are 
lofted into position in near future. Tower rests on concrete slab 6 feet thick and |7 feet across 
and is held in position by a system of 15 guy cables anchored to concrete blocks buried deep 
underground. It. is designed to withstand wind velocity of 120 miles an hour at the top. Range of 
the KSD-TV signal will be extended about 15 miles in all directions, to about 100 miles, and the 
signal strength will be doubled to give improved reception throughout the coverage area.

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Parents’ Role in 
Karly Marriage

AT AN AGE when their parents were most interested 


in throwing spitballs at the opposite sex. American young- 
asters are dating.

“It is no longer unusual 
for 9-year-old Suzie and 
Johnny to be invited to 
the same party,” says 
family life specialist 
Frieda Kehm of Chica- 
go. She reports: 

“At 10, boys and girls 
go on movie dates. At 12, 
they are allowed to go 


on double and singles 
dates. Then they go 
steady.” 


Dr. Kehm, both a socio- 
logist and psychologist, 
notes: 

“Today a girl of 16 
has had years of dating 
at an age where her

mother had practically none. 

“In setting these social standards for children, parents 
are throwing boys and girls together earlier than ever 
before. And yet, they want them to obey the same moral 
codes they did when they were growing up.” 


All this has led to a “compromise,” 
Kehm, explaining: 

Many parents are looking at early marriage 
as a safety valve. It is a way of safeguarding 
their children’s morals.”

In her job as director of a family counseling agency, 


Dr. Kehm says she has observed “many parents, par- 
ticularly those with adolescent daughters, who were 
shocked by the Kinsey reports of premarital sex. ex- 


periences among men and women.” She maintains: 

“Parents today are more likely to choose to help 
their children to marry early, feeling that a delay is 
personally adding to their problems.” 


THE SOCIAL WIXING of children barely out of 
rompers is cropping up all over the country and, in many 
communities, is being fought by parent-teacher groups. 
For example, a group of San Francisco mothers has organ- 
ized to prevent their sons and daughters from attending 
any mixed parties before the eighth grade. 

But early dating persists. Dr. Wynne Arnholter, con- 
sulting psychologist to the Indianapolis public school sys- 
tem, reports that children even begin “going steady” in 
grammar school. Even though, “going 
steady” at this tender age “merely means a girl sits next 
to the same boy in the movies on several occasions 
usually after boys and girls pay their own way in.” 

However, the psychologist adds: “Going steady is the 
accepted cultural code, and a-child who does not have ‘a 
steady’ is regarded as different by the others.”

The Family Service Association of America 
compared marriage licenses for 1950 and 1956 
in California’s San Bernardino county—often 
nicknamed the “test tube” of the United States 
because it reflects national marriage trends. In 
six years, the number of teen-aged boys and girls 
seeking to marry each other almost tripled—and 
included boys from 16 to 19 years of age and 
girls 14 to 19.

Red Chinese Proposals 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24 
IT WAS NOT surprising that 
Communist China followed its 
announcement of withdrawal of 
troops from North Korea with 
the suggestion that the United 


States do the same in South 
Korea. 
This, of course, is tanta- 


mount to asking for the with- 
drawal of all the United Na- 
tions forces from South Korea. 
Therefore, it is aot unreason- 
able for the United States to 
ask that this withdrawal be 
coupled with an assurance of 
free elections in all of Korea 
under the auspices of the U.N 


Since Communist China al- 
ready has suggested that 
elections be held under the 
supervision of a group of 
neutral nations, we hope that 
it will agree to supervision 
of the elections by the U.N. 
Certainly any nation chosen 
by the U.N. for such a task 
would be neytral, since it 
would be foolish to include 
nations that would have an 
interest in the outcome. 


This move certainly will be 
welcomed as a gesture leading 
toward a more peaceful situa- 
tion in Korea. It does not, of 
course, mean that Communist 
China will at once be favor- 
ably considered. But it certain- 
ly is a move that should be 
welcomed as bringing about a 
more peaceful atmosphere for 
Korea as a whole.
